PRAIRIE PROVINCES Whole¬ 
sale business generally has been quiet 
but is improving. Dealers in hard¬ 
ware, builders’ supplies, implements 
and automobiles report u good volume 
of sales. Retail trade is disappoint¬ 
ing. Spring and summer lines of 
goods ure not moving freely owing to 
cold, unseasonable weather. Collec¬ 
tions are normal. Cash wheat on the 
20th instant closed at $1.14% as com 
paredd with $1.56% a year ago. 
Wheat prices have fluctuated widely 
within the bust two weeks. A drastic 
break on May 7th resulted in a de¬ 
cline of 7c to 8c. Later May wheat 
touched $11.08, but through support 
from export buying a part of the lost 
ground has been recovered. The cat¬ 
tle market has been active. Steers, 
lambs, sheep and hogs are up $1.25, 
50c. 50c, and 25c respectively. There 
were twice as many homesteads filed 
on in the Edmonton Land Titles Office 
during April as there were for the 
same month in 1928. Recent filings 
have been heavier than in the past 
twenty years.

Seeding of wheat has been practic- ! 
ally completed over the province and 
approximately seventy-five per cent 
of the acreage intended for oats and 
barley lias been sown according to 
telegraphic reports receivi'd by the 
Department of Agriculture on Mon¬ 
day. Work 1ms been retarded to 
some extent in a number of districts 
In the south, but the remander of the 
wheat acreage will be sown within 
the next few days. 

Conditions in a number of northern 
and central districts have been mat¬ 
erially improved by rains during the 
past week, and little concern is felt 
over general crop prospects from the 
moisture standpoint. Germination 
has been uniformly good and much 
of the early sown wheat is making 
rapid growth. Warm weather is re¬ 
quired to promote continue growth, 
especially in areas where seeding has 
been delayed by a heavier thau usual 
precipitation. 

The season has been somewheat 
unfavorable for the early destruction 
of weeds ns growth has been too slow 
to permit of much eradication by 
surface cultivation prior to seeding. 
Some localities report a considerable 
,increase in tho acreage of grain stub 
bled in, und this will undoubtedly be 
reflected in greater difficulty in deal¬ 
ing with the weed situation in follow 
ing years. 

Beet seeding has been practically 
finished in the south and seed lias 
germinated well. Some damage to 
the young plants is reported as a re¬ 
sult ot late frosts. A marked in¬ 
crease is noted in th

Our minds went 
back to the hard winter of 19 and 20 
when cattle and horses perished by 
the thousands because there was no 
straw for them, and we marvelled 
that people should so soon forget the 
sad lesson of that winter; and the 
hundreds of farmers and stockmen 
who are still suffering from their 
losses. 

Oh well its only straw.Quito right 
but when everything else is gone and 
straw worth $18 to$30 a ton to keep 
livestock from dying, these brown 
stacks of straw’ would look like 
stacks of gold. True, they are in the 
way for summerfollowing, and they 
need watching when stubble is being 
burned, but they are well worth all 
of this in order to keep them until 
we have another year’s straw’ in the 
same field. 

As long as w’e are in the livestock 
business, and as long as we are gam¬ 
bling with the weather for hay grain 
and feed just so long do we need to 
be prepared for crop failures and one 
way of bring prepared is to keep 
our straw-stacks. They make good 
protection at any time for stock that 
is wintered in the fields and to see 
them burned in the spring of the year

When you and I were young and 
grandmother and father w’ere a power 
in the home, the home meant a great 
deal more to the country than it does 
today. In its operation there were 
multifarious duties and young people 
were brought up to undersiand that 
they had their share in these. We each 
had our chores, in and around the 
home, and by the time we w’ere ready 
to step out and undertake the obligat 
ions of homemaking for ourselves we : 
were fairly well trained in the art. 
And believe me, homemaking in its 
true sense is an art. But the old times 
have passed and now times have taken 
their place new’ times in w’hich home 
making is more or less a lost art. 
True, there are some homes which arc 
stijl patterned on the old style, but 
they are few and far betw’een. The 
age in which we happen to be living 
has pretty well forgotten just w’hat 
a real home means or what it is. Our 
mode of life has changed to such an 
extent that to the average young 
person the home is little more than 
a place w’here one sleeps and eats, and 
only this w’hen one doesn’t happen to 
be eating or sleeping elsew’here. Most 
of the old obligations of home life 
have been forgotten or cast aside; 
much of the old time value of the 
home circle has been lost. And the 
result is that young people are today 
assuming the grave responsibilities of 
parenthood with little, if any, of the 
training so necessary and essential 
to success in that difficult role. Even 
worse than this is the fact that their 
ignorance does not trouble them at all. 
And it is this state of affairs—a result 
of changing living condtions that has 
arouspd serious minded people to the 
need for some sort of special training 
to be given through organization of 
one sort or another, to qualify young 
people for future marital responsibil¬ 
ities and to raise unqualified young 
parents from their level of dense ignor 
ance. Winnipeg has recently estab¬ 
lished a school for young parents, at 
which mothers and fathers are given 
much needed instruction as to how to 
bring up their children. In the in¬ 
dustrial world wo live in the age of 
machinery and mass production. In 
other days many of the things w’e now 
buy from the factory we used to make 
at home. It seems to be the same with 
our education. What we used to learn 
individually in the home as children 
we are now to get, if we get it at all, 
from the adult school class.— Alberta 
Farmer.

A NATIONAL PROBLEM 

A death in child-bed is almost a 
subject for an inquest. It is nothing 
short of a calamity which it is right 
we should all know about, in order to 
avoid it in the future. These words of 
Florence Nightingale apply to our 
present times just as truly as they 
did to her generation. We should in¬ 
deed search for the reason why each 
year 1,300 Canadian women lose their 
lives as a direct result of their bring¬ 
ing new lives into the world. 

The reasons have been sought for, 
and the results of such investigations 
particularly the one made by the Fed 
eral Department of Health, have 
shownwhy these mothers die. What is 
of the utmost importance is that we 
should know how to prevent most of 
these deaths. We know how to do so 
in the sense that we are aware of 
certain things which can be done, and 
which if they are done, will save many 
mothers lives.

problems are due to the absence of 
ante-natal care and to the lack of 
adequate medical and nursing care at 
confinments. It hasbeen proven be¬ 
yond question of doubt that if ante¬ 
natal and confinement care are pro¬ 
vided most of these maternal deaths 
can be and actually are prevented. 
There are two main reasons why wo¬ 
men do not receive such care. 

The first one is that comparatively 
few women realize that their own 
hcallh-indeed, their lives-and the life 
and health of their expected baby de¬ 
pend upon ante-natal care. Eoth men 
and women should know that the ex¬ 
pectant mother needs to be under 
medical supervision from the begin¬ 
ning of her pregnancy. It is early in 
pregnancy as well as during the late 
months that the physcian detecting 
the first signs of an abnormal condit¬ 
ion, promptly deals with this condition 
and so averts a catastrophe. 

The second reason is lack of facilit¬ 
ies, distance from the doctor. This 
is a problem which every part of our 
community should face and which all 
of us should do our utmost to solve. 
Adequate ante-natal and confinement 
services for all should be a national 
policy.

Calgary, May 20 
where it brought in from 20,000,000 to 
30,000.000 cubic feet of gas last Octo¬ 
ber Meredian No 1 well 45 miles east 
of Wainwright, has struck heavy crude 
oil at 1,827 feet in the Blairmore strata 
according to Leo H. Miller, managing 
director of Ribstone Oils, Ltd, who re¬ 
turned from the field Monday morn 
ing. 

Heavy crude oil with a gravity of 
from 18 to 20 Baume is standing 380 
feet up the hole and after bailing for 
one hour, 20 barrels were taken out 
without lowering the level appreciably 
Mr. Miller Said. This would yield about 
500 barrels each 24 hours. The oil is 
cean and has no water, Mr. Miller told 
theHerald. Tankage and equipment 
is being ordered and officials of the 
company expect to have the well on 
the pump within two weeks, when tho 
rough tests will be made over a peroid 
of weeks to determine the production. 

Although the well brought in oil in 
great quantities early last week, bail¬ 
ing tests lowered the level and it was 
not until during the week-end after 
cleaning and bailing hadbeen carriedon 
that results were obtained which made 
the well look as though it were capable 
of producing in the neighborhood of 
500 barrels a day, Mr. Miller explained
